For many years, the Bethel Health 
Council bas. been coordinating the 
-offorts of many of the health ser- 
vices available to the area through 
lgcal, stale, and Federal agencies. 
jks work has been largely unnoticed 
by the public, but significant assist- 
ance has been given to a great num- 
her of needy persons in the areas of 
preventive medicine, convalescent 
sare and the like, Not the least of 
their activities have been a continu- 
ing attempt to induce practicing phy: 
sicians to settle and practice here. 
Their efforts in the latter have been 
modestly successful, but, admitted: 
iy, bave fallen short of their goal 
of adequate medical coverage for 
all, all ofthe time. In recent weeks, 
they have engaged in intensive in- 
vestigation of some very encourag- 
ing plans, 

About a month ago, 4 contingent 
of the Council! met with members 
of the staff of the Stephens Mem- 
orial Hospital (Norway), to meet 
and interview an M, D, who showed 
inferest in joining the staff of that 
hospital and settling into a general 
practice in Bethel. He visited the 
‘community, was shown around and 
entertained at an afternoon tea, Un- 
fortunately, he has decided for his 
oun reasons, that he will not be 
setiling in Bethel, 


Despite the disappointment, a 
“great, more significant idea develop- 
ed out of that first Norway méet- 
ing; the idea of a health clinic, re 
plete with X-ray, and modest tab: 
oratory equipment, to be staffed 
with a Physician's Assistant, nurse 
ani laboratory technician. All of 
this was to be provided. by a grant 
‘from. the Regional Medical Program, 
a State agency using Federal mion- 
ey. All that needed to be done by 
the Health Council was to find an 
acceptable existing facility, or suit- 
able Jand on which to construct a 
tlinfe, Ti was to be staffed and 
managed by the Norway hospital. 
‘Such a facility would enable doe 
‘tars to practice modern medicine 
and provide round-the-clock emer- 
Reney service and medical eare.

OFF-ROAD VEHICLE HEARINGS 
IN BETHEL APRIL 16 

The United States Forest Service 
will hear public comments on. the 
summer use of off-road vehicles on 
the White Mountain National Forest. 
on Tuesday, April 16, at the Telstar 
Regional High School Auditarium, 
Bethel. Forest Service personnel are 
interested in hearing users’ com- 
ments in order to draft an Off-Road 
Vehicle Policy for the National For. 
est, The meeting will be held in. the 
school beginning at 7:30 p. m. 

The Bethel meeting is the result 
of a Presidential Executive Order 
requiring all Federal agencies to 
regulate off-road vehicles on public 
lands. Dune buggies, trail bikes 
and fouravheel drives have become 
an increasing problem In recent 
years because of environmental da- 
mage and conflicts with other ree- 
teational uses. All public agencies 
are to regulate off-road vehicles by 
1976. Snowmobile regulations went 
into effect on the White Mountam 
National Forest this past winter, 

Paul Weingart, Supervisor of the 
729,000. acre White Mountain Natlon- 
al Forest stated, "We plan to have 
a summer off-road vehicle policy 
in effect by July 1. In order to do 
the job properly, we need the ideas 
and reasoning of the people who 
use the National Forest."” Anyone 
unable to altend the meeung fa 
Bethel bas his choices of attending 
tun other meetings, one being held 
in Cambridge, Mass, at the De- 
partment of Transportation Systems 
Center, Kendall Square, Cambridge, 
on April 17, and the other being held 
in Plymouth, N. H. at the Hig 
School Auditorium on April 22.
